Rep. John W. Byrnes of Wis- 


consin, senior GOP member of 
the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, said his plan, as contrasted 
with Nixon's would mean the 
difference "between dependent 
and independent local govern- 
ments;

Byrnes, detailing his proposal 


in a speech prepared for a pub- 
lic affairs conference of the 
American Bankers Association, 
advocated encouraging states to 
make greater use of the income 
tax 


He would allow a taxpayer to 


credit directly against his feder- 
al tax liability 20 per cent of 
state and local income taxes 
paid. In addition, the taxpayer 
would be allowed, as he now is, 
to deduct the whole state in- 
come tax payment from income 
for federal tax purposes. 


Under this plan, Byrnes said, 


a state in need of funds, instead 
of seeking aid from the federal 
government, could simply in- 
crease its own tax by 20 per 
cent. 


Byrnes also propose'd updat- 


ing the federal credit for state 
taxes on estates so1 that 80 per 
cent of the tax on the first 
$150,000 would be offset, and 20 
per cent of the tax thereafter. 


The two changes, he said, 


would make more than $3 billion 
additional revenue available to 
states in the first year, more 
later.

Noting the Constitution au- 


thorizes federal taxes for the

"The relationship that the ex- 


penditure of the shared reve- 
nues bears to the general wel- 
fare of the United States will de- 
pnd on policy judgments made 
not by the U.S. Congress but by 
50 state legislatures and thou- 
sands of local units of govern- 
ment.

Censorship in Laos 


One of the handicaps of drawing any 


conclusions about the Laotian military 
operation is the lack of first hand in- 
formation coming from that area due to 
military censorship. 


Various American and South Viet- 


namese commanders have been an- 
noyed about the newspaper and 
television coverage of the war for the 
plain fact that it often rebutted official 
communiques about what was hap- 
pening or at least what was supposed to 
be happening. The blackout of in- 
formation of the Laotian offensive may 
have been intended to prevent the enemy 
from knowing about the the plans but it 
also hid it from Americans and even 
American Congressmen until the ad- 
venture was under way. 


Now, since the move involves the 


South Vietnamese far more than it does 
the American military as far as actual 
ground combat troops are concerned, 
the passing of the buck is obvious. 
American newsmen are prohibited from 
riding South Vietnamese manned 
helicopters. Officially there have been 
about 50 American helicopters downed 
in the operation. But it now turns out that 
this does not count those downed and 
later dragged out in one condition or 


another nor does it account for the crews 
of these non-downed helicopters. 


The fact that American newsmen and 


photographers were not assured of 
American transportation into the area of 
Laotian fighting may have resulted in 
several casualties since a South Viet- 
namese pilot lost his way and flew into a 


ata\ v 
the press were forbidden from riding, as 
they had previously, with regular 
combat crews. Was it to protect them? 
The suspicion is that it was to 
prevent factual information from 
reaching the American public. Certainly 
it has become clear that such reporting 
cannot be expected from the military 
which ignored My Lai and tried to write 
off the Tet offensive as a prank. 


Nations which try to hide their 


motives and activities from the people 
and therefore suppress the news media 
— Spain, Greece, Cuba, Nazi Germany 
and of course all the Communist 
countries — clearly fear the opinion of 
free men and are frightened that official 
decisions will not be viewed with respect 
by the ordinary citizen. It appears that 
in Vietnam that is the thinking of the 
people in control, Americans included. 


Lesson from the Pilot Whales 


Last January about 30 large pilot 


whales for some unknown reason 
beached themselves on an island off the 
coast of California and died. Studies of 
their carcasses have revealed that all 
contained a high level of mercury. 


Since 
the 
relatively 
recent 


discoveries about the levels of mercury 
in fish in inland waters, lakes and now 
more recently the ocean, the finding is 
not unexpected. Pilot whales, like 
others, live on fish and would be ex- 
pected to build up mercury contents 
themselves as have other sea predators 
"such as tuna and swordfish. 


But the findings have in no way ex- 


plained why or even how the whales 
beached themselves in what almost 
appears to be mass suicide. Biologists 
have suggested that it was completely 
accidental and that they became lost, 
followed a misguided leader to the beach 
or misinterpreted his sonar signals or 
that they may have become confused 


because of a difference in tide level, the 
surf or even the darkness of night. 


However, other ecologists 
are, 


perhaps 
somewhat 
amazingly, 


suggesting that fhe beaching could be 
unconscious protest against the pollution 
afflicting their habitat. This opinion may 
seem far out and ridiculous. But in- 
stinctively some creatures react to 
conditions in ways that man, with his 
ability to reason, would not. The march 
of the lemmings to death by drowning in 
the sea is now generally believed to 
happen when conditions of overcrowding 
exist OthersTdll and eat their young and 
it is suspected that crowding in such 
cases is also a factor. 


The way things are going, if indeed 


the whales automatically reacted to 
pollution, there are going to be a lot of 
sea creatures beached in the next couple 
of decades — and that ought to draw 
attention from even the most ardent of 
cynics concerning the dangers of 
pollution. 


New Head Man in Australia 


Political parties in various parts of 


the world do not necessarily have 
philosophies that carry out their titles. 
Thus, the Liberal party in Australia is 
predominantly conservative while the 
opposition Labor party has its own right 
wing version, known as the Democratic 
Labor Party. But political philosophies 
probably had little to do with the change 
in prime ministers in Australia last 
week. 


When Former Prime Minister Harold 


Holt disappeared in the sea almost four 
years ago, John Gorton was chosen for 
the top position in the country. But he 
was a compromise candidate because of 
opposition to the urban ties of William 
McMahon who had been considered as 
Mr. Holt's probable successor. Mr. 
Gorton has now stepped down and Mr. 


* McMahon is Prime Minister, but the 


reasons for the change are devious and 
involved. 


One important factor, however, is the 


war in Vietnam. Australia, since the 
extensive participation of the United 
States, has kept a tough but still 
primarily a token force in Vietnam. The 
Australian troops are not merely road 
builders as were the token forces of the 
Philippines, but they are still there 
primarily for the political effect, to 
demonstrate that allied cooperation that 
former Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
used to talk about but which President 
Nixon's Administration has mentioned 
very little if at all. Australians of all 
parties are opposed to increased in- 
fluence of the Communists in Asia as 


their self-interestns clearly at stake. But 
it seems doubtful that without American 
encouragement or even pressure, they 
would not have 'become involved in 
Vietnam at all. After all, they did not 
interfere in Indonesia even when it 
seemed likely that that nation might be 
taken over by Peking-dominated 
communists, 


< Actually Mr. Gorton's fall from 
control came about due to a dispute with 
Malcolm Fraser, a member of the 
Cabinet, who resigned over what he 
declared was discriminatory treatment 
vof nim by Mr. Gorton. But the Liberal 
party, which has ruled in Australia since 
1949, has been slipping at the polls and in 
outlying districts. A Labor regime is in 
control in South Australia and it is 
vehemently opposed to participation in 
the war. Labor also is in control in 
Western Australia and the Liberals can 
maintain dominance in New South Wales 
only by cooperation with two in- 
dependent candidates. Oddly enough, 
however, the beneficiaries of the anti- 
Liberal movement have been generally 
such independent candidates whose 
issues are primarily local. 


Australian officials are naturally 


concerned with events in Asia and watch 
those events most carefully. They are 
also pragmatic. A major market for 
Australian grain, for instance, is China, 
whatever the difference in political 
philosophies. This is not likely to change. 
The switch in prime ministers in no way 
reflects any change in policies.

On the Right- 
Revenue Sharing So Badly 
Sliced People Uninterested

It sometimes happens — 


have you noticed? — that a 
subject gets so sliced up, one 
despairs of trying to pick up a 
piece of it that will not 
fragment: and, rather than 
start again from scratch, the 
temptation is to give up. It is 
so, for instance, with the 
disarmament proposals. And 
it is so with the revenue- 
sharing business. At this point 
so many people .have been 
heard on the subject, often 
saying contradictory things, 
one has the feeling that the 
public simply turns the dial 
when the subject comes up, 
like the English and the 
Common Market. 


Well, some recent figures 


are in front of me, from which, 
without very much coaxing, it 
appears to me that a story line 
emerges. First, one or two 
surprises — to stimulate the 
mind, and to break up the 
stereotypes. New York is the 
richest (highest per capita 
income) state in the union, 
right? Wrong. Connecticut is. 
Alaska is one of the poorest, 
right? It is the second richest; 
Nevada is third, and only then 
New York. 


Mississippi Poorest 


Mississippi — surely — is 


the poorest state in the union? 
Yes, it is. And socially the 
most backward? How do you 
usually 
define 
socially 


progressive states? By the 
size of state and local taxes. 
Mississippi takes, in taxes, 
$117 for every thousand 
dollars of personal income. By 
contrast, New York State 
taxes $140. Inasmuch as New 
York is one of the very richest 
states, and Mississippi is the 
very poorest state, then the 
tax-strain on the Mississip- 
pians can be seen to be far 
greater than on New Yorkers: 
which collapses one old saw. 


New York has the highest 


rate of taxauon in the nation? 
No, the second highest. 
Hawaii's is the highest 


What is the spread between 


the poorest and the richest 
state? Alaska's per capita 
income is $4,460. Mississippi's 
is $2,218, so that the richest 
American state has about 
double the per capita income 
of the poorest American state.

At Home Allowance 


Less widely known is an

A state senator is paid $40 a 


month if his district is a single 
county or less and $20 for each 
•additional county for such 
local travel and incidental 
costs and notably telephone 
tolls in the larger rural 
districts. A represenative gets 
a minimum of $25 and $15 
monthly for each county that 
may be in his district. Base 
salary, it may be pertinent to 
recall here, is $8,900 a year. 


.These may be generous, 


profligate, reasonable, or 
parsimonious. They must be 
tested as camparable to the 
allowances for thousands of 
other officers and employes. 
The difference is that the 
legislative claims are heavily 
publicized and other reim- 
bursements rarely. There is . 
for both groups an opportunity 
for cheating. The restraint 
upon the legislature lies in the . 
awareness that

decorative barrenness of 
much of our daily existence.

One of the reasons, I think, 


that Americans snjoy so much 
going to countries like Italy is 
the sense of color in the 
streets, the arcades, the cafes 
and shop entrances. When the 
atmosphere is warmer, people 
seem friendlier and there is 
more fun in just ambling along 
in a purposeless fashion, 
which is what we were meant 
to do much of the time. The 
U.S. provides littb incentive 
for this humanness.

'much of our affluence goes for 
gadgets and appliances, and 
so little for the amenities of 
living—for pleasant places to 
walk, for companionable 
places vo sit, for inexpensive 
communal centers like the 
British pub or the French 
cafe, where chatting or 
throwing darts or playing 
chess is as natural as eating or 
drinking. 


Our richness has brought us 


things, but what we yearn for 
are places: places that satisfy 
our gregariousncss without 
either being squalid or costing 
us a fortune, places that invite 
and relax, not that exploit and 
make us tense at the thought 
of being considered merely 
"turnover." 


And "decor," as we com- 


monly think of it, Is just a 
coating added to ordinary life, 
when it should be an essential 
part of the grain of living. In 
the Middle Ages, despite 
poverty and bleakness, there 
was a richness of tapestry m 
everyday life that enabled 
people to cope with the 
mundane in a far more 
hopeful and jolly fashion that 
today's glum opulence. What 
we have (unwittingly) given 
up may be more thin we have 
gained.

married there is. 


"I expect there will be far 


less hypocrisy about marriage 
in the future.
